On June 2, 1950, the writer and SA JOHN A. HEBENSTREIT contacted 
Mr. SAim aSVaiGSR, JR., Controller of the Franklin Institute, 
who made available the records of photostating done for members 
of the Franklin Institute. 

These records were searched by the agents for the period from 
a fer months prior to November, 19U5 through July 1, 19U9 for 
photostating ordered by TIIOViAS L. EL^CK, SPRUCE CHEJaCAL COITANI 
and CHARLES F. BERG LABORATORIES. A record was .found of an order 
for photostating paid for by T. L. BIACK on July 11, 19li7. This . 
was for a photostatic copy of the Textile Chemical Specialty - -r - -r— 
Guide 19ij6-U7, Pages lOl-Ol* in the name cf Charles W. Berg 
Laboratories on July 10, 19li7» 

The Textile Chemical Specialty Guide is self described as a 
comprehensive buyer's guide to all textile, chenied. and 
specialties. This book under Part 1 contained an alphabetical list 
of manufacturers and their chemicals specialty products. Pages 
lOl-Oli listed the types of chenical agents usef\d. in textile 
operations which could be obtained from the Kessler Chemical 
Company, Inc., 7300 State Road, Philadelphia 35, Pa* , and the 
Laurel Soap Manufacturing Company, Inc., Tioga, Almond and Thompson 
Streets, Philadelphia, 

No other photostats were found ordered or paid for in the name of 
THCt'AS BIACK. However, the following were located ordered or paid 
for by the Spruce Chemical Company, (There was no record of

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Thelrecords of this photostating did not show the name of the man 
obtaining these photostats for the Berg Laboratories. 
it Tra.s not possible to determine vihether they were obtained by THCe.\S 
BLACK or CHART.ES T;. BERG, himself, who also has a manbership in the 
Franklin Institute#
